GREAT PRAYER DAY 


Hope The Spirit of Prayer Will Fall on 
Thousands. p 


There is Much to Pray For This Time. 


I want to say something more about 
the great prayer day that is called for 
the First Day of May. I want it to be 
a prayer day indeed. If I could have 
my desires gratified I would want the 
Spirit of Prayer to tall upon thousands 
in the early morning and remain until 
the day closes. 

At least, Lam going to ask that you 
commence the day. with prayer as 
s00n as you arise from your beds of 
slumber. Then pray some special pray- 
ers for our country, the Church, the 
Orphanage and the Eyangel in your 
family worship. Thén pray again at 
the breakfast table, then at Sunday- 
school, then at the meeting, and at 
twelve o’clock, noon, everybody drop 
on your knees and pour out your 
hearts in the most earnest prayers 
that ever came from your lips. I want 
this prayer day to count for more 
than any in the past. Surely there 
must be a tremendous effort made to 
gain the victory in this season of 
prayer. 

You don’t know—no body knows— 
and no one’can know but God. It can’t 
be: told except to God. This is one of 
the prayers that the Holy Spirit must 
inspire—He must dictate. It may be 
with groanings, but if so, let them 
roll. Give the Holy Ghost a chance to 
pray through you intelligbly or with 
groanings or other tongues, God knows 
something must be done! He knows 
what we need before we ask Him, but 
we have to ask if we would receive. We 
must do the asking, although He 
gives-the inspiration. 


I -want every member of the Church 
to be enveloped in one tremendously, 
deep heart prayer that day. Pray as 
the Spirit directs. Give yourselves up 
to prayer beyond the ordinary. Please 
do not stop with only one five or ten 
minutes prayer, but pray all day. I do 
not ask you to remain on your knees 
all day long, but it is needful for us 
all to be in a prayerful spirit all day 
long. There are tremendous things 
at stake. We want God’s guidance a- 
bout commencing the new orphan 
house. It is indeed very sad when there 
are.so many little hands extended 
saying, “take me” and we can’t take 
them. O, beloved, let us pray and ask 
God if we shall go forward with this 
business now or wait for some future 
time when. business is better-in the 
country. 


I feel unable to make known the 
importance of this prayer day. The 
more I give myself to it the more I 
feel the weight and worth of it. There 
are great things at stake. As the day 
approaches, I feel it heavier. I trust 
you will all be the same way about it. 
I seem to see what is needed, but I do 
not know how to express it. It is a 
kind of a lonely feeling that comes 
over a person when the sgpirit of 
prayer takes possession. 

A seaman once told me about a 
water spout on the ocean. He could 
tell when one was approaching by the 
condition of the atmosphere. Present- 
ly a dark basket like object could be 
seen hanging from the clouds. Lower 
and lower it came like a great sheet 
or film let down. Slowly and quietly 
it would drop until finally when it 
would touch the water it would carry 
it up in its folds with tremendous 
force. Tons upon tons of water would 
be taken up in its bosom. with a 
mighty rush until it. was full, and 
then the sky would often clear away. 
Oh, for a mighty letting down from 
the skies of a tremendous spirit of 
prayer until the whole Church will be 
waft in its folds! 

Something must be done. I feel that 
we are not going fast enough, and yet 
we are going by leaps and bounds, But 
with more faith, more power, more 
money, our leaps and bounds can be 
increased, both in speed and distance, 
Oh, it seems my heart almost breaks, 
because I feel my hands are tied to an 











extent. I see so much more to do, and 
yet it takes money, grace and. power 
to reach it. And I feel that God can 
give us all three if we can get in ex- 
actly the right attitude before Him 
prayer. 

The Evangel subscriptions are not 
increasing fast enough. We need to in- 
crease our speed in this department, 
Twenty-five thousand seems too little 
to talk about any more and yet we 
have not reached that number yet. We 
ougat to get to a hundred .thousand. 
And that is only a drop in the bucket 
of what we ought to have. The 
messages and other matter that the 
paper is filled with -every week is 
reaching too small a number. My spir- 
it is rising. My bosom is heaving. We 
must pray through every wall and leap 
and run and rush until we can reach 
hundreds of thousands with the Evan- 
gel. Pray to this end on the great 
prayer day, the first day of May. 


The tracts! We are sending out tens 
of thousands of them, but they are not 
going fast enough. We must redouble 
our speed in tract distribution. We 
need to sow the country down ‘knee 
deep with our tracts and booklets. We 
need to have them in every railroad 
station, in very train, in every street 
car, on the streets; and automobiles 
ought to be rfinning in every direction 
taking them to the doors of every 
home in the land. This must be an ob 
ject of prayer! I tell you, beloved, we 
are going too slow! I can’t help it! 
I must tell it! My soul is aflame! This 
work must be done! I must do what I 
can to stir up a greater interest in 
tract distribution! 


Many: haye. volunteered their service 
and we are loading them down with 
the little silent messengers, but we 
need thousands more workers?! !: And- 
we must not only distribute the tracts 
everywhere, but we must pray for God 
to bless and apply the truth to the 
people that read them.Much more will 
be accomplished if prayer goes before 
and after every tract. It means an out 
lay of money to get these tracts out, 
but they must go at any cost. Pray 
that God will supply the means for ex- 
penses. All this must come before you 
on the great prayer day. O, I tell you, 
there is much to pray for this time. - 

Then there are the preachérs. I can 
hardly stand it for any of them to 
work at manual labor for their sup- 
port, and yet at present I can’t tell 
them not to, because there is fnsufff- 
cient means in the treasury to supply 
their needs. What shall we do? Mul- 
titudes of places calling for preachers, 
but the money is scarce. What can we 
do about it? This is the question! We 
are doing our best with what we have, 
but the amount taat comes in is insuf- 
ficient. This is to consider and pray.a- 
bout.. It looks to me like it is about 
time for some good Barnabases to sel 
some possessions and put the whele 
thing into this great work so . the 
preachers can go and go, and never 
stop. Pray that God will flood the 
treasury sO we can say to every 
preacher, Now go, and preach, and 
your needs will be supplied! -Don’t 
stop and work any more, but keep 
right out on the field and tell the lost’ 
world that a Savior has died for them. 


All of this to come before the. peo- 
ple on the prayer day. I hope every 
minister will do his best to inspire his 
congregation to pray that day. Beloved, 
this business is too important. to pase 
it over lightly. I wish-you could feel 
it like I feel it, and I’m afraid I don’t 
feel it as I should. I appeal to every 
member this time, and I make an 
earnest appeal. Please do not think I 
am-not sincere in this appeal for 
prayer that day. I am in a position to 
see the need, and I have great confi- 
dence in your willingness to rally to- 
gether in this great prayer drive, and 
I know if we can only touch God.in 
the right way He will draw help from 
multitudes - of. unexpected. sources, 
When Jesus told Peter and his associ- 
ates to let down the nets on the right 
side. He knew right where the fishes 
were. God knows where all the help 
is for all of these things, but He will 
not bring it out until we pray * 
prevail with Him in our desperate 
earnestness.

Of course this great work was not 
done by great preaching, for the man 
could not preach, but it was done by 
great praying. We have a goodly num- 
ber of good preachers, but they can’t 
get to all of the places, so we must 
call for good prayers—those who are 
willing to spend hours in prayer and 
then go to the homies or prayer meet- 
ings and give God a chance to answer 
the prayers by giving the people pray- 
ed for a chance to come to the altar 
for prayer and salvation. 


There is great résponsibility upon 
us, and I do not see how it can be 
lifted until we have gone to our 
limit in prayer and effort: A noted 
writer says, “The responsibility of 
Christians, as to the salvation of the 
Sinner, remains in force until the sin- 
ner, either surrenders to God an‘ is 
saved, or by a final decision Places 
himself forever beyond the reach of 
mercy. 

_ But, you say, this places an awful 
responsibility on Christians. Yes, truly, 
there is an awful responsibility on 
Christians, and I solicitously inquire: 
How great. is this responsibility? 
Where does- the responsibility of 
Christians, as to sinners; begin; and 
where does it end? Where does that of 
sinners begin and end? How are they 
related? What are their proportions 
and degrees? Paul says: ‘As we have 
efore opportunity, let us do good 
“ah ‘men.’ Let me-iitustrate. "rhe 
inebriate who, in a drunken stupor, 
has laid himself down on the track of 
the on coming limited express, is re- 
sponsible if he ig torn to shreds, by 
the maddened fury, as it shrieks and 
thunders over his body, for once he 
was a sober, sensible man. Yet, I am 
just as responsible, if, seeing and real- 
izing his awful peril, and have it in 
my power to save him, as though no 
responsibility were upon him. If he 
be crushed, while I make no effort to 
save him, his blood is on my hands 
just. as if an innocent helpless infaht 
were lying on its back in the pathway 
of the ponderous engine, and because 
of my wilful neglect to save it, it is 
ground to atoms. 


Of course, the sinner is responsible, 
as far as his own act is concerned, for 
not being saved, and for being dead in 
trespasses and in sins, for he died by 
his own wicked hand. Every child is a 
child of God, ‘for of such is the king- 
dom of heaven,’ and, until, by wicked 
works, he departs from the living God, 
he remains the subject of saving grace. 

While the sinner, having come to 
years of responsibility, is responsible 
to the degree, that, if he finally rejects 
salvation he may be justly consigned 
to eternal death; yet, as far-as we 
have opportunity. to do good unto all 
men, as far as it is possible for us to 
prevail in prayer in their behalf—as 
far as it is possible for us to appeal to 
them, or influence them in any way, 
in public or in private, consistently 
with other duties we are responsible 
to God and must answer in the judg: 
ment! O, God help us!”

Some of the Jews said Abraham was 
their fataer.

“Except your righteousness shall ex- 
ceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and Pharisees; ye shall in no case en- 
ter into the kingdom of heaven.”

The word 
order simply means arrangement; gov- 
ernment; tranquility; rule; com- 
mand; direction to: pay money; estab- 
lished rule or custem to prevent con- 
fusion. 

Listen to what Paul aas to say a- 
bout the system. “Have not we power 
to forbear working? Who goeth a 
warfare any time at his own charges? 
Wao planteth a vineyard, and eateth 
not of the fruit thereof? or who feed- 
eth a flock, and eateth not of the 
milk of the flock? Say I these things 
as a man? or saith not the law the 
same also? For it is written in the 
law of Moses, Thou shalt not muzzle 
tae mouth of the ox that treadeth out 
the corn. Doth God take care for 
oxen? Or saith he it altogether for 
our sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, 
this is written: that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be par- 
taker of his hope. If we have sown 
unto you spiritual things, it is a 
great thing if we shali reap your 
carnal things? If others be partakers 
of this power ever you, are not we 
rather? Nevertheless we have not 
used this power; but suffer all 
lest we should hinder the gospel of 
Christ. Do we not know that they 
which minister about holy things live 
of the things of the temple? and they 
which wait at the altar are partak- 
ers with the altar? Even so nath the 
Lord ordained that they which preach 
tne gospel should live of the gospel.”

- The above was used for a subject at 

our latest convention, and was pre- 
sented by Brother Morris. While 
meditating upon this subject, an-im- 
pression came to me to write an 
article on the same thought.

Now don’t understand 
that I object to manifestations, never, 
but-be able to show by the Word the 
why and the wherefore of certain 
things, and be sure and let “wis- 
dom” play her part. 

After the fire had touched Isaiah’s 
lips and his iniquity cleansed; he 
heard a voice saying, “Who will go 
for us?” -“Go for us,” undoubtedly 
means the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost. Isaiah cried out immediately, 
“Here am I, send me,” the margin 
says “behold me.” Thousands, after 
getting their iniquity cleansed, have 
heard the voice saying, “Who will go 
for us?” They jump up at once say- 
ing, “I will go,” “I want to preach.” 
I wonder if they say first with Isaiah, 
“behold me.” God wants people to 
go, but I’m sure He wants to behold 
them well before they go, so they may 
go to the “calling whereunto He hath 
called them.”

I know some who are begging for 
ministerial credentials, and I am per- 
suaded that those very parties are 
the ones wao should wait. If you have- 
n’t ability enough (though you have 
zeal, to attract the attention of those in 
authority enough to get them to send 
you forta, surely there is something 
lacking, maybe not in spirit but in 
ability and wisdom. It may be that 
you need to take a course at the Bi- 
ble Training School. 

I am convinced more and more that 
our ministers need to be up to date. 
We are living in an enlightened age. 
It has been said of some that they 
could be used to a good advantage in 
a “back woods” place, having refer- 
ence perhaps to people that are il- 
literate. Now I want to say, the time 
is coming. and perhaps is at the door 
when there will be no back woods il- 
literacy for school buildings are being 
placed in reach of every child and 
the .compulsory school law is being 
enforced. Can we not plainly see that 
the illiterate preacher will soon be no 
longer in demand? | Let us keep up. 

We have some precious young peo- 
ple who have been sent forth for the 
ministry who could havea bright fu- 
ture of usefulness for the cause if they 
would only apply themselves, that 
they may be qualified. _ 

Paul says that the servant of the 
Lord must not strive but be gentle, 
apt to teach. Apt to teach means to 
be capable of teaching. Many are not 
capable of teaclfing so that is why 
Paul says, “Study to show thyself ap- 
proved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth.” 

Study! Study! Beloved brethren, 
we can’t afford to be in ignorance any 
longer. Not only do we need to study 
the Bible but other books as well. 
How can you give the meaning of a 
Scripture lesson if you don’t know 
the meaning of words? I have heard 
some of the most ridiculous explana- 
tions made just because the party 
didn’t know the meaning of words. 
Now, dear brethren, there isn’t any 
need of having the Scripture slashed 
in any such way when the world is 
full of boeks. Consult an unabridged 
dictionary for the pronunciation of 
words and their meaning. You have- 
n’t any excuse for jumping at a con- 
clusion or taking for granted so and 
so is right when there is a way of 
finding out. Go ye, but wait. 

You say, Doesn’t the Lord say, 
Open your mouth and I will fill it? 
Yes, but the application is not to be 
placed where you have placed it. 
This has reference to opening the 
mouth to the Lord in prayer and he 
will supply your need, answer your 
prayer, (fill it). 

Brother, don’t think that I am 
personating anyone or even have any- 
one on.my mind while I am doing this 
writing. 

Have you ever thought that the 
public will notice the ridiculous 
things before they notice the good 
and substantial things? It is like 
this; many times while we are trying 
to hold up the doctrine of holiness, 
they will see some backslidden per- 
son and hold them up rather than 
see holiness. - 

Again, here is something else the 
public will notice first. If you, as a 
young minister having’ launched out 
before the public, insist and persist 


in using ridiculous ungrammatical ex-}— 


pressions, will the public not see this 
first? Such words as,“sot,” “gwine,” 
“atter,” yander.” The public will 
hold up these expressions and say, 
“Is this a fair representation of the 
Church of God?”

Goa’s People Must Be One

“Tais know aiso, that in the iast 
days perilous times shall come. For 
men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, . proud, | 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unaoly, Without natural | 
affeation, truce-breakers, false accus-! 
ers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of | 
those that are good, traitors, heady, 
high-minded, lovers of pleasure more | 
than lovers of God; Having a form 
of godliness, but denying the power 
thereof: from such turn away.” 2 
Tim. 3:1-5. 

In the first five verses of the third 
chapter of Second Timothy from 
which these quotations are made, we 
have a list of eighteen different sins 
practiced “in the last days” by those 
who have a form of godliness, but 
deny the power tnereof. Our Savior 
also, in referring to the same time 
says, “And because iniquity shall a- 
bound, the love of many shall wax 
cold.” Matt. 24:12. Every base de- 
sire, every unholy passion, every fiend- 
ish act, finds its origin in those 
principles and in that condition of 
things so graphically portrayed by the 
apostle. 

The fact that these tiings exist in 
the last days is what makes them peri- 
lous times. Wickedness is abounding 
on every hand: evil is called good, 
darkness is set for life, error 
proclaimed. for truth, deception found 
everywhere, and while great love is 
professed for the Bible and the Chris. 
tian religion, the truths of the Bible 
are held very loosely. Some of -the 
things necessary to a life of godli- 
ness are considered of but little ac- 
count, or are ignored altogether. The 
form of godliness is held, but its 
power which is in the blood of Jesus, 
and the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
is denied. 

Great lines of Bible prophecy nave 
been fulfilled, earthquake and_ fire, 
storm and flood, and sudden calam- 
ity in various forms proclaim that the 
coming of the Lord is near. Rays 
of sacred light are shed forth: on the 
Word of God, and the gospel is being 
given out in demonstration of the 
Spirit and of power, yet it is al- 
most impossible to awaken even the 
professed Christians in regard to the 
truths so plainly taught in God’s 
Word. They plead that “the Lord is not 
particular,” that certain truths are 
not consistent with “Christian Liber- 
ty” and seem te think that the ig- 
norance of their forefathers in the 
past will excuse them in wilful re- 
bellion to the Word in these last days. 
In thus loosely holding the truth of 
God and ignoring many of the com- 
mands of Jesus on whicn the light is 
shining so brightly, lies the peril of 
souls, and true spirituality taus be— 
comes extinct. Real godliness is sad- 
ly wanting. There is a_ willingness 
to do, but not in God’s way. 

Is this picture overdrawn? Sad 
to say, we find nothing to warrant 
that it is. That it is not universally 
true we are glad to record. Thank 
God, there are some “that sigh and 
that cry for the abominations” that 
are done, and are seeking for light, 
and yielding to the Word of God, and in 
His grace labor to perform every 
command given by Jesus. 

Devout Christians acknowledge that 
a world wide revival of primitive 
Christianity is the greatest need of 
the hour. Our fathers and mothers 
remember the former days when 
there was conviction for sin as the 
claims of God’s Word were pressed 
upon the conciences of the unsaved, 
and gf*at victories were gained over 
Satan as Jesus the Son of God was 
preached as the sinner’s only hope. 
Then the people came together, not to 
hear the views of the preacaer on 
the topics of the day, but to hear 
God’s view of sin, His offer of sal- 
vation, and the awful consequences if 
His offer of mercy was rejected. Tne 
preacher there spoke as did Jesus of 
old, “as one having authority.” Sin 
was rebuked. Infidelity was exposed. 
The “ambassadors for Christ”. know- 
ing the terror of the Lord, persuaded 
men to be reconciled to God. The 
authority of the Scriptures as the in- 
spired Word of God was _ jealously 
maintained, and the atoning blood of 
Jesus was emphasized as the central 
doctrine of Christianity. ‘There .was 
power in the churches to resist the 
attacks of the enemies of Christ from 
without, and to hold in check any 
heresies that sprang up from within. 

During the last half century there 
has been a great falling away. Tnere 
has been a great increase in the out- 
ward form of godliness.—organiza- 
tions of various kinds as aids to 
the church, fine church buildings, 
beautiful decorations, and  elabor- 
ate rituals—but with all this 
there has been a loss of power 
to cope with the powers of evil, 
and error has flourished under teachers 
from the pulpit which are seeking a 
so-called rational basis for faith, and 
a scientific explanation of the Word 


of God. The sinners are no longer a-! 


fraid and trembling does not seize 
the nypocrites. Almost every wind 
of doctrine is blowing, and the very 
foundations of Christianity are assail- 
ed. “The god of this world” hath 
blinded their minds. 

What will restore the old-time ex- 
periences?—Plainly speaking, it must 
be the old-time gospel. The apostolic 
gospel has in it the apostolic power, 
with signs following believers as re- 
corded in Mark 16:15-20. John 14:12. 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
tuat believeth on me, the works that 
I do shall he do also: and greater 
works than’ these shall he do; because 
I go unto my Father.” If the gospel is 
preached today, as it was in the 
Church in the beginning, the helievern 
will have tne same faith and power 
as they had iti the beginning. “Jesus 
Christ.the same yesterday, and’tod*v, 








and forever.” Heb. 18:3. Our only 
hope is in returning to “the faith once 
delivered to the saints.” BS ’

‘ The divide and torn condition of 
.God’s people will never win this 
,; world to Christ. Jesus, in praying for 
‘His disciples, uttered the following 
_ petition: “That taey all may be one; 
as thou, Father, art in me, and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in 
us: that the world may believe that 
thou hast sent me:” John 17:21. If 


‘souls are to be brought to Christ, is 


not that un necessary? Not unity 
in divesity, Whica so many talk about, 
not unity which ignores the truth of 
God, but unity that springs from be- 
lief in the whole truth of God’s Word. 
This would restore the favor and pow- 
er of God’s Word. This would restore 
the favor and power of God upun His 
people, and ~-sinners would come 
trembling with the mighty hand of 
conviction upon taem, and crying, 
“Men and brethren, what shall we 
do?” and it would also silence the 
boasting infidel in regard to the unity 
of the Scriptures. Say not that the 
Lord did not design His followers to 
believe alike. The prayer of Jesus is 
an ecphatic denial of this false claim. 
In His prayer recorded in the seventh 
chapter of John, He makes mention 
six times that His people be one. The 
teachings of Paul, the great apostle to 
the Gentiles are against it, for he 
says in 1 Cor. 1:10, “Now I be 
seech you, brethren, by the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, that ye 
all speak the same thing, and that 
there be no divisions among you; but 
that ye be perfectly joined together in 
the same mind and in the same judg- 
ment.” In Phil. 2:2 he says, ”Fulfil 
ye my joys, that ye be like-minded, 
having the same love, being of one 
accord, of one mind.” The apostle 
Peter gives the same admonition. 
“Finally be ye all of one mind, having 
compassion one of another, love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous.” I 
Pet. 3:8. Will the divided condition of 
the followers of Jesus convince this 
world of His power to save? No. No 
one would claim it who did not have 
a theory which he wished to maintain 
at all hazards. 


We are now in tae “last days.” The 
crisis of the ages is upon us, and 
souls are at stake. These are days 
which demand special watchfulness, 
and importunate prayers that we may 
be able to stand before the Son of 
man wnen He appears, and the only 
way to be able to stand before him
